British chief of Northern Ire­ 
land, arrived in Belfast today 
and imm ediately was promised

cal leaders. 
The Civil Association called 
off all protest m arches planned 
for next month, and the Social 
Dem ocratic and Labor party— 
UDLP—the 
m ain 
opposition 
party in Northern Ireland, wel­ 
comed 
the 
British 
peace 
in­ 
itiative and promised full coop­ 
eration. 
In a statem nt issued in the 
Catholic stronghold of London­ 
derry. the SDLP urged the IRA 
to call off its cam paign of vio­ 
lence, as “ a positive response” 
to the British move, and asked 
Protestants to join the SDLP in 
building a new society. 
The opposition party called 
the promised reform s “ the first 
serious steps on the road to 
peace.” 
Until now the SDLP has boy­ 
cotted 
the 
provincial 
parlia­ 
m ent 
in 
protest over 
intern­ 
m ent policies and refused to 
take part in talks with Britian 
on a political settlem ent until 
internm ent ended. 
Security

strict as Whitelaw flew in from 
London.

Peace Talks Halted 
On Nixons Orders 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon says he personally 
ordered the Paris peace talks 
suspended because North Viet­ 
nam has conducted a three-and- 
a-half-year filibuster for propa­ 
ganda purposes. 
“ I am not saying that this 
move is going to bring a nego­ 
tiation,” the President said in a 
30-minute im prom ptu news con­ 
ference Friday afternoon. 
“ I do say, however, that it 
was necessarv to do som eth’ng 
to get the talks off dead center 
and to see whether the enemy 
continued to want to use the 
talks onlv for propaganda or 
whether they wanted to nego­ 
tiate.” 
He also told reporters gath­ 
ered in the Oval Office in fhe 
White House that the United

would

Ev ery few y ears the topic re­ 
tu rns for comment and debate: 
Shou ld clergy men u se canned 
sermons. Most people in the 
pew k now that a preacher mu st 
hav e v ast resou rces of illu stra­ 
tions, tex ts and ideas to pro­ 
du ce a sermon ev ery Su nday . 
They are also aware that 
book s of sermons are pu blish­ 
ed annu ally , giv ing the best (or 
so considered by an editor) 
from the sk ills of the leading 
preachers in the land or ev en 
the collections from a single 
sou rce. Other helps and aids 
flou rish, su ch as “1,000 illu stra­ 
tions for Su nday School talk s” 
or “1,200 ou tlines from the Ser­ 
mon Masters.” 
Needless to say , there is lots 
of material for the pastor who 
feels that his mind as well as 
his library is empty and here 
comes another Su nday . 
AN ARTICLE in the Wall 
Street Jou rnal tou ched on the 
topic of canned sermons and 
hinted that qu ite a few men of 
the cloth were heav ily depen­ 
dent on the scholarship 
and 
sk ill of other writers. Yet I 
wonder if this is the fu ll story . 
Most major seminaries dev ote 
mu ch time and effort to cou rs­ 
es in sermon preparation and 
deliv ery . New Testament Stu d­ 
ies encou rage a preacher to do 
his own work and research; 
practical cou rses demonstrate 
the way to get it across This 
writer nev er once heard of a 
“sermon series” or pu lpit man­ 
u al being su ggested, endorsed 
or adv ised in seminary . 
Ev en 
sermon illu strations from com­ 
pilations are dangerou s: 
Who 
wants to hear the gu y down the 
street u sing y ou r “material” or 
v ice v ersa. 
The Wall Street Jou rnal piece 
mentioned sev eral serv ices that 
helped the weary pastor. Yet 
the largest had only 5 ,5 00 cler­ 
gy cu stomers — which is not 
mu ch of a dent when y ou add 
25 0,000 Protestant ministers and 
100,000-plu s 
Catholic 
priests. 
May be the Su nday speak ers are 
doing more of their own work , 
after all. 
IT IS OUR gu ess that the 
faithfu l in the Su nday serv ice 
are not so charmed by a polish­ 
ed, memorized sermon from an­ 
other hand They look forward to 
the interpretations and direc­ 
tion that come from personal 
ex perience. Yet there may be 
a ju stification for a canned ser­ 
mon, if it comes from a historic 
leader of the faith and the con­ 
gregation is so notified. 
When y ou read ov er the ser- 


mons of John Wesley , Martin 
Lu ther, John Calv in, St. Au gu s­ 
tine and others y ou realize that 
they speak to the whole sweep 
of Christian history . Their lan­ 
gu age may seem qu aint and 
awk ward, bu t their ideas and 
concepts are not y et matched 
by this k now- it - all centu ry . 
The 
Christian 
commu nity 
is 
well serv ed when a pastor ac­ 
k nowledges these sou rces and 
draws from their v ision and 
faith. 


CLASSIC SERMONS mak e for 
good reading and good listening 
and rare is the gathering that 
does not appreciate the impact 
and cu tting edge of the saints 
from another age. 
John Park Lee recently re­ 
minded a grou p of Calv in’s re­ 
mark that since God had ev e­ 
ry thing there wasn’t any thing 
He needed from man — ex cept 
a response to His Lov e. And 
if y ou hav e the opportu nity 
some day , listen to Roland Bain- 
ton’s deliv ery (now on record) 
of Martin Lu ther’s Christmas 
Sermon. Dr Bainton has care­ 
fu lly translated all the majesty , 
hu mor and awe that Lu ther pu t 
into his preaching — su ch is 
canned homiletics at its best.

$1,001,348. The to tal delinquency 
amo unted to $13 fo r each co un­ 
ty resident, placing Co lumbiana 
17th amo ng Ohio ’s 88 co unties. 
In analyzing the delinquencies,

The wo rds o f the Centurio n 
at the fo o t o f the Cro ss were 
impo rtant—fo r he was an 
impo rtant and distinguished 
leader o f men. 
In a wo rld to rn with civ il 
uncertainty and natio nal up­ 
heav al, the Centurio n was 
the 
remaining

strength

unswerv ing 
lo y alty to his po st. It is no t 
surprising that St. Paul uses 
all the sy mbo lism o f military 
garb and equipment, wo rn by 
the Centurio n, to describe 
the attributes o f the Chris­

o f faith,” etc.) 
Centurio ns appear thro ugh­ 
o ut the New Testament, re­ 
spo nding to the mo v ing o f 
the H o l y Spirit, beco ming 
a “ bridge” between Gentile 
and Jew.
